these elevations ws noticed Indentions 
of military o'rdor Iu tho alignment of 
tho crowds and tho shore all ronnd was 
guarded by gigantic picket^ who me*- 
eilosaly ebovcd back Into the flood all 
tbe later comon,'6nd thus prevented 
too great crowding'upon tbe londl In 
tho oonter of this clovatlon rose a pala- 
tial Etructuro of red inotal wilch Aina 
informed us was ono of tho residences 
of tbe emperor, and we concluded that 
tbe monarch hlmsoll' was now present 
tbero. 


Tho absence of any signs of resistance 


on tho part of tho airships and the 
complete drowning of all of tho for- 
midable fortifications on tho Burfijco of 
the planot convinced us that all wo 
LOW had tO'do In order to complete our 
conquest-was to get possession of the 
person of tho chief rn'er. 


Tho fleet was accordingly concen- 


trated, .and wo rapidly approached the 
grout Martian palace. As wo came down 
within 100 feet ot them and boldly 
made our v?oy among tbeir nirghipa, 
which retreated 'at bur approach, tbo 
Martians gazed at us with mingled fear 
and astonishment. 


Wo were thoir conquerors; and they 


knewjt. We-wore coming to demand 
their surrender, nnd they evidently un- 
derstood that also. As wo approached 
tho paluue signals were made from it 
jWith brilliant colored banners, which 
Aina informed na were 'intended as a 
token of .trnoe.

Howard, chief of tho bureau of en- 
tomology. The disease germs arc of 
the nature of a fungus, obtained from 
South A-frlca, where It bas been used 
ivlth tbe greatest possible success, 
whole armies of grasshoppers being 
literally1 exterminated by It Were It 
necessary to send continually to South 
Africa for the funjrus, It would 'prove 
a costly remedy, but It has been found 
possible to propagate It artificially by 
applying a little of It to a. sterilized 
preparation' of blood serum and gela- 
tin, .on which the germs propagate 
rapidly. Tlie germs thus prepared are 
corked In glass tnbes, and each tube Is 
carefully packed In a pasteboard cylin- 
der, directions for using tho contents 
(iccompanylng every package. 


On receiving a bottle of the fungus 


the farmer puts a. Dumber of live grass- 
hoppers In a wooden bor, together with 
a small portion of tbe fungus. Soon 
the hoppers become Infected, and nil 
but half a dozen are liberated. Tbe 
half dozen, when dead, .serve to give 
the disease to other hoppers placed In 
the bos later on. The liberated ones 
quickly spread the Infection among 
their follows, oud the work of destruc- 
tion proceeds apace. To get the best 
results the "plague house" should be 
covered with netting to admit air. 


One thing Is certain—tho fanner 


alone cannot successfully cope wlti the 
hoppers.

Consequently 
uneasi- 


ness prevails at Panama, the Liberal ob- 
jective, which was nearly captured a 
year ago. It is not believed the rebels 
will molest the railroad or interrupt 
traffic. Tlje recent rebel raids along the 
railroads amoxmted to bloodless raiding 
and the robbery of Chinese storekeepers, 
which the presence of n. few govern- 
ment troops apparently stopped. There 
is a report that the government is bring- 
ing troops to protect the isthmus. This' 
will be difficult., without exposing to rebel 
attacks 
the points whence they are 


taken. The nrea. of tho revolt is exten- 
sive. A noticeable distinguishing fea- 
ture of the revolt that the actual and

Colombia's

ernment is not popular with the govern- 
ments of the countries named; but is 
popidar with the revolutionary elements 
in the same countries. Tho situation 
can bo likened to a disrupted federation, 
composed of Venezuela-, Ecuador, Colom- 
bia and Nicaragua, in which Liberal and 
Conservative partisans are helping each 
other and intriguing- together. But, be- 
ing separate nations the political and 
armed intrigpes threaten -international 
trouble. It is reported that the Conser- 
vai-ivD revolt in Venezuela against Presi- 
dent Castro is receiving actu.al support 
from the Colombian Conserva-ticea, Nic- 
, aragua's tlireataned revolution probably 
will be simflar.ly acted upon. The condi- 
tions give ground for the reports of ac- 
uaJl or threatened international compli- 
cations between the countries mentioned, 
in which the liberals are generally op- 
posed to Colombia's Conservative admin- 
istration whose prophesied downfall is 
accompanied by talk of a federation of 
some or all of the countries, mentioned, 
under the idea of a "grand Colombia." 
The Colombian government is in straits, 
fiiTancially. At- present forty Colombian 
paper dollars are equivalent in value to 


.••j one 
gold doWar. The government is 


printing paper money indiscriminately. 
It has lately established heavy export 
'duties, payable in gold, a,nd has sold 
monopolies and privileges of all kinds, 
all of which ad greatly in jured 
com- 


merce. 


The conditions in the interior are bad. 


The government is well supplied with 
ammunition and this week unsuccessfully 
tried to. become possessed of consign- 
ments of the's^me to Ecuador and Nica- 
ragua in transit over the Panama rail- 
road. 


The rebels on the isthmus are 
ham- 


pered by a lack of arms and ammunition, 
and are reported to be awaiting the ar- 
rival of shipments and the presence in 
the field of certain leaders before com- 
mencing activities on the. isthmus. Gen. 
Alban, governor of Panama, who wns re- 
cently granted extraordinary civil and 
military powers, is now absent at Sail 
Avilla. He is supposed to bo bringing 
troops for the protection of the isthmus. 
He'lately invited a number of friends to 
his house, put a guard at the door and 
forced his guests to contribute liberally 
to 
the government before releasing 


them. A Colombian holding monopolies 
under the Conservatives is being forced 
to contribute liberally to the payment 
of the soldiers and police of the isthmus. 


Tho Liberal revolutionary movement 
Colombia is well supported through- 


out the country .and it is generally be- 


that it will eventually succeed. 


If the Liberals could win without too 
much'bfloodahed the foreigners on the 
isthmus would welcome their adminis-. 
tratton. Some decisive turn In the pres- 
ent state of affairs is .wanted, as being 
preferable to the present pertuberations, 
but" there is nothing to show that the 


Liberals would govern-the country any 
better tha'n the present administration. 


The government baa about 400 soldiers 


on the isthmus, whfle the whole army 
amounts to from 23,000 to 33,000 men.

There is probably not a church in Ra- 


cine with a more interesting history, 
The present edifice is hut 
twenty-five 


years old, and the congregation has been 
.under the charge of Rev. Mr. Jenson 
nearly five years, and through his untir- 
ing efforts has grown and the large debt 
lifted and $1,200 just expended for im- 
provements. 


This organization, the oldest of the 


kind in southwestern Wisconsin, was es- 
tablished Aug. 22, 1851, \rith twenty- 
five members, mostly from Norway. The 
Rev. 0. Andrewson was the first minis- 
ter. A church edincc was built the first 
year and located on State street. In 
1855 it was enlarged a»d a Sunday school 
organized. During ihe years I860 and 
1863 a painful division agitated the so- 
ciety, and, becoming involved, the church 
wns sold, For some time the Congrega- 
tion .was without sen-ices. In August, 
J9C3, thirteen members of the congrega- 
tion united and bought back the oinirch 
and the congregation was organized as 
a park of the Norwegian /synod. The 
o]d"church edifice was sold in 1876 and 
the present"one built on Mound.avenue.

It ac- 
cords the sultan the briefest delay witli- 
ing which to comply with the demands.

MINISTER GIVEN FREE HAND. 
PARIS, Aug. 23.-—While the officials 


of the-French foreign ofllee decline 4o 
confirm or deny the dispatch of the As- 
sociated Press from Constantinople an- 
nouncing that the French ambassador 
'has sent tho sultan a letter which is In 
the*-.nature of- fin ultimatum, ''hey ad- 
mit having received a telegram from M. 
Constans which has been Inld before tho 
council now sitting at the Elyseo Pal- 
ace. Only three ministers "were, not pi'Cs- 
ent. The premier. 51. Waldeek-Rossoau, 
the minister of agriculture, M. Dupuy, 
and the minister of public works, M. 
Baudin, arc- absent from Paris. 


The correspondent learns that M. Con- 


etana has boon given a free hand. Any 
step he finds proper tv> take will be ful- 
ly endorsed. The foreign minister, M. 
Delcasse, if he deems it necessary, will 
•withdraw the French embassy from Con- 
stantinople and Munir Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador, who ia now in Switzerland, 
will be notified not to return to Paris, 
in which case Mu-nir Bey vill probably 
withdraw the legation to Berne, as he 
is also accredited as minister to Switzer- 
land. 


No naval demonstration is yet con- 


templated, but the sultan probably will 
be seriously inconvenienced by the clos- 
ure of the Turkish embassy here, which, 
is the center of the espionage maintain- 
ed to watch the numerous young Turks 
and otiier disaffected Ottoman subjects 
and voluntary exiles who make their 
headquarters in Paris, and who have a 
free hand if diplomatic relations between 
France and Turkey are broken oil'. 


It has been.suggested that the French 


government issue orders for the Bourse 
to cease dealing in Turkish securities, 
but it is not likely that this step will 
be taken as it would only injiiro the 
French bondholders. The entire Turk- 
ish group fell on the Bourse today, in 
some cases, going clown 10 to 12 franca. 


According to a dispatch from Berne, 


Munir Bey already has leased a villa 
there for the use of the Turkish em- 
bassy.

CAPTAIN JACKSON DEAD, 


Well Known Zake Vessel Master Passes 


Away nt Ke'noftha. 


KENOSHA, Wis., Aug. 23.—Captain 


Stephen A. Jackson, 
one of the best 


known of tho early lake captains, died 
at the home of his son, Johnson A. Jack- 
son, In this city; Wednesday evening af- 
ter a long illness. He is survived by 
two sons, John A. Jackson, president of 
the Kerioaha Crib company and a well 
known Wisconsin-politician, and Charles 
Jackson of Wnukegan. He was born 
September 8, 1827, and a few years Inter 
his father cajne to America- and settled 
in New York. The mother and the boy 
followed in 1839 and the following year 
young Jackson started his career as a 
sailor, making his flrsfc trip .from Buffalo 
to Chicago. For nearly sixty years ho 
continued his life on the lakes and 
in 


this time he sailed many of the largest 
boats plying between Buffalo 
and Chi- 


cago. 


In 1807 Capt. Jackson 
came to this 


city to make his home, and since that 
time lie aailcd many boats on Lake 
Michigan, His last vessel was the Eva- 
line, which was finally disposed of by 
the friends of Capt. Jackson

the Tribune. According to information 
that has reached Paris, the real reason 
for the sultan changing his mind and de- 
clining to fulfill his promise was due to 
his hopes that the obstreperous clamor 
of the nationalist party in France wonld 
induce M. Delcasse, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, to disavow Constans. The 
sultan's great objection .to the. French 
concession is that if the Constantinople 
quays 
were 
under the control 
of 
a i 


French or other foreign company, there ; 
would be disquieting facilities for tho 


, landing of conspirators and their bag- 


gage. But "Constans gave the sultan the 
option of. buying back the . dangerous 
quays by paying 41,000,000 francs for 
them within six months and provided 
the porte with a scheme for raising the 
cash. 


An important factor in the situation 


is that the sultan is known to be in 
great fear of the young Turkish party 
whose headquarters are in France nnd 
who have for years been conspiring to 
get rid of Abdul Hamicl. In fact, the 
sole duty of Munir Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador in Paris, for the last four 
years has been to watch these young 
Turks and to send co.ifidential reports 
to the Yildiz Kiosk about their doings. 
Munir Bey just now is absent 
from 


France, but in case Constans should de- 
cide to exert' his -authority t-x break olF 
diplomatic relations 
with 
1 jjrkey one 


of the first steps of the French govern- 
ment would be to inform 
Munir Bey 


that he could no-re-enter France. There- 
by the sultan would bo kept in ignorance 
of the machinations of the young Turk 
conspirators and it is thought that this 
would have upon the timorous but craf- 
ty character of Abdul TIamid greater ef- 
fect than c.ven a naval demonstration. 
'M all. events the French government has 
several other trump cards up its sleeve 
to play before resorting to naval dem- 
onstration or acts of .hostility, such as 
tJio seizure of customs clues or bombard- 
ments.

On accound of the partial failure of 


crops'in this-eounly and elsewhere the 
prices of necessaries of life are going up. 
There, is no doubt about it. Owners of 
horses who board them will also have 
to pay much higher rates lor their keep- 
ing than heretofore. This was decided 
at a private meeting of the liverymen 
and boarding stable keepers held last 
evening. lu the past a single horse and 
buggy has been taken care of and led 
ai; various stables for $15 -per month. 
The price will go up to $17 per mouth 
and where there arc two buggies it will 
be $18 per month. For two horses the 
rates will be double. Meals -for a sin- 
gle horse which was formerly 15 cents 
will be 25 'cents and for a team 50 cents. 
The reason for this increase is because 
the prices of oats, hay and all kinds of 
feed have gone, up a flying. While the 
hay crop is very good the farmers are. 
keeping it for their own-use, because the' 
corn crop Is very short and this makes 
the feed short. 


It is also announced that at many of 


the; boarding h'ouses in the city the price 
of board has -been raised from $3 to $4 
per week and in sonie instance's a little 
higher; > In order to keep even this Was 
necessary. Butter is higher than usu- 
al, eggs have; gone up and potatoes 
promise to go out of sight. It would 
be impossible to'.continue in business 
without an increase. The keepers also 
call attention to the fact that prices of 
meats are bound to go up in lie near 
future. '

While the'price of milk has not yet 


been raised there is reason to believe the 
dairmen will soon call a meeting to dia- 
cuss the situation. 
They cannot afford 


to pay the prevailing priees.,for feed 
and sell the extract of -bovine • at the 
same rate. 


• In larger cities comparison is made>of 
prices with those of a year ago and the 
difference is remarkable. Nearly every- 
thing in the. line'of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, as well as foodstuffs and meats, 
are selling from 100 to 800 per cent high- 
er than in 1.000. The most striking ad-

are , shown 
in 
cabbage. 
All 


meats.are from 3 to 8 cents a pound 
higher, while fruit is from two to three 
times higher. All cereals, with the ex- 
ception of wheat, which is 3 ..cents a 
bushel lower than a year ago, now show 
advances, ranging from 8 cents a bushel 
in rye to 20 cents a bushel in corn. The 
late rains/however, will cause a drop in 
prices.

Texas and California have been spouting 
millions of barrels of oil that is being 
used for steam furnaces. The oil wells 
of the new areas continue with unabated 
vigor and .with the passing months now 
uses continue to be found for the oil. 
Increased use is being made of ifc for fur- 
nace purposes and to such an extent 
that the coal producers are demanding 
lower freight rates from 'the railroads. 
An eastern pape.-r, located not far from 
the coal fields, is sufficiently interested 
to.say that: "The production of oil 
suitable for fuel, in the Texas field is 
now estimated at 1,500,000 barrels per 
day. In order to compete with this oil, 
which is selling at from 20 to 30 cents 
per barrel, the producers of coal 
arc 


asking for reduced rates of transporta- 
tion from the railroads. Reduced rates 
of freight can, however, if secured only 
give temporary relief. As soon as pipo 
lines can be laid oil transportation will 
be. largely independent of the railways, 
and oil will be further cheapened to con- 
sumers.

1 have alwady remarked that the con- 


tinents ol'Maca wera higher on their 
northern and Btnit,hQr<i /borders where 
tbeT faced tho.great.oceans. These nat- 
ural.barriaW bore to tb& main mass ol 
tbe JantL somewhat the relation of the 
edge of-a shaliow dish to iba bottom. 
Their rise eh, the land side wns too 
gradtifU<to-g'ive'tiierrv the appearance' of 
hills, fatjfe.oV tbo sMe toward the soa 
they broke down in steep banks and 
cliffs several,;bunched feet in helgbt. 
We gno'sSed thfit it would be Jn the di-

Aa day broke and the snn slowly rose 


upon the dreadful scone beneath ns, wo 
began to catch sight of some of tho flee- 
ing inhabitants. We had shifted the po- 
sition oi the fleot toward the south, and 
were now suspended above the south- 
.eastern corner of Aeria. Here a high 
bank of reddish rock confronted the sea, 
whose waters ran lagbing and roaring 
along tho bluffs to srrpply the rapid 
draft produced by tha emptying of tbe 
Syrtis Major.

Fortunately we had little time for 


thefc'B thoughts, because DO sooner had 
the day be'gnn to dawn around us than 
the airsbJpa of the Mattians appeared. 
JBvadotttlyitbe people in them were daz- 
ed by the disaster and uncertain what 
to do, It ia dotibtftti whether at first 
they oomtfrshenclorl the fact that we 
vrerfe the agents who had produced the 
cataclysm 


But aa the morning advanced the a-ir- 


Bbips. came flocking in greater and 
greater ntixnbora from evefy direction, 
many swoopiog doWn close to'tho flood 
in order to rescue those who wore 
drowning*.

"Ah, that's their trick, is it?" said

Au order to this effect was transmit- 


ted throughout the squadron. At the 
eame time several of the most powerful 
disintegrators were directed upon the 
ship which had executed the stratagem, 
and, reduced to a wreck, it dropped, 
whirling like a broken kite, until it fell 
into the flood beneath. 


Still tbe Martians' ships came flock- 


ing In ever greater numbers from all di- 
rections.

"I do not think they can," was the 


reply. "We have destroyed the very 
flower of their fleet;." 


"And better than that," said Colonel 


Smith, *'we have destroyed their elan. 
We have made them afraid. Their dis- 
cipline is gone." 


But thia waa only the beginning of 


our victory. 
The floods below were 


achieving a still greater triumph, and 
now that we had conquered the airships 
we dropped within a few hundred feet 
of the surface of th& water and then 
turned our faces westward in order to 
follow the advance of the deluge and 
BOS whether, as we had hoped, it would 
overwhelm our enemle» in the very cen- 
ter ol tbeir power. 


In a little while we had overtaken 


the front wave, which was still devour- 
ing everything. We saw It bnrsting the 
banks oi the canals, sweeping away 
forests oi glgantio trees and swallowing 
cities and villages, leaving behind noth- 
ing but a brood expanse oi swirling end 
eddying waters, which, in consequence 
of thexprevailing red hue of the vegeta- 
tion and tbe soil, looked ns, shuddering, 
we g -ed down upon It like aa ocean 
of blood flecked with foam and steam- 
ing with the escaping life ol the planet 
from whose veins it gushed. 


As we skirted the southern borders of 


the continent the Eame dreadful scenes 
which we had beheld on the coast of 
Aerla presented themselves.

entirely, crying in 
a- childish 


voice, and praying that his life be spared. 
Then he collapsed entirely and fell to 
the floor. 


Efforts to raise him and keep him on 


his foot were fruitless. Finally 
Sheriff 


Cndihe ordered that a board be brought. 
To this Nordstrom 
was tied. It re- 


quired six men to hold him for the oper- 
ation. Several times Nordstrom seemed 
to speak, but his words were unintellig- 
ible. The six men who had held him 
raised his body on tho board and with 
great effort succeeded in getting him 
upon the scaffold. There' he was placed 
upright, while -four men stood on the 
four sides of the trap and held him. 


In less than two seconds after the con- 


demned man hud bene fastened the trap 
was sprang. 
This was 9:49. Nord- 


strom was pronounced dead at 10:02. 


Chas. W. Nortdstrom, wfio was hanged 


in the garret of the King county court 
house at 0:30 this morning, committed 
the deed for which he wns convicted nine' 
years ago-. Tho Nordstrom 
case is a 


celebrated one, having been fought back 
and forth in the courts for nine years. 
During thut time the condemned niau 
has managed to escape the gallows sev- 
eral tomes for' one reason or another. 
Nordstrom worked during the. fall of 
3891 for Thomas Mason, a rancher near 
Cedar mountain, in this county. He had 
a dispute about the amount, of wages 
due him. The sum was $3.25. On the 
night of the murder William Mo son was 
sitting down to supper with his father. 
Some one ilricl a. shot from outside the 
window. Young Mason pitched forward 
and died in o. short time. Investigation 
showed the prints of the murderer's feet 
us he stood beside a fence corner and 
rested hia rifle on the top rail. The next 
day 
officers took up the 
chase. The 


murderer was tracked over long stretch 
of country. Nordstrom. 
Avith 
a Win- 


chester rifle of the same calibre with 
which Mason had been murdered, was 
finally arrested on the railroad track 
near Cedar Mountain, He told conflict- 
ing stories. On trial lie was convicted. 
The case was appealed to the supreme- 
court of this state, which refused tc 
grant a new trial. Congressman .Tames 
Hamilton Lewis became associate coun- 
sel in the case. Ho fought the case in 
the federal court on a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was denied. He carried 
the matter to the supreme court of tho 
United States and lost. He then went 
to the superior court of King county and 
asked for a commission of physicians to 
examine into the mental condition of 
Nordstrom. This- was .granted. 
Tho 


doctors pronounced the 
man 
sane. 


Lewis demanded 
a jury 
trial 
as to 


Nordstrom's 
sanity. 
The 
suporioi 


court 
denied 
this. In 
the 
.supremo 


court of this state Lewis' appeal of this 
question 
was overruled. Then 
Lewis 


carried the case to the supreme court of 
•ilie United States and also applied to 
the federal court for a writ of habeas 
<orpus on the strength of the insanity 
proceedings. The federal court refused 
the writ. Lewis carried this to the su- 
premo court of the United States also. 
He was overruled in both casts. Since 
that Lewis has applied to federal and 
superior co'irts for a stay of proceedings 
and lias been refused. The entire litiga- 
tion has taken niue' years. .Lewis last 
uk'ht, in spate of his announcement tiic 
other day that he h»d left the rase, 
was out, of the city looking for a writ of 
prohibition from 
some 
supreme court 


justice. The governor had re-fused to in- 
terfere.

In ;fact, many 
farmers are In despair. They see! the 
grain: wither, and fall as-'though-blight-- 
ed.iWhlleithe merry grasshopper; hav- 
ing eaten ail there: is to eat, passes on 
to fresh fields and pastures new.; 
! Not only In Texas,, but In. northeru 
states, notably .Colorado, Wyoming and 
Nebraska-, has the grasshopper proved 
a plague t» the;£armer. No.w the agri- 
culturist finds some grains of comfort 
in the fact that the federal government 
has declared war on the pest, and that 
m?ans are at hand whereby the inse<!t 
can tw successfully combated.

To the farmers of southern Texas 


have come bottles of disease germa. 
fatal "to the grasshopper, prepared 
under the direction of Profiessor H O. 
Howard, chief of the bureau of en- 
tomQlogy.
